It has long since been the opinion of

they are early risers and, as a general 
thing, they put in, as they term it, 
long hours; but these hours are inter- 
spersed with a few minutes'rest at dif- 
ferent timei during a day, whereby 
the muscles get a little rest and the 
brain has time to think and contem- 
plate the joys with which they are sur- 
rounded. 


The farmers are producers and not 


manufacturers; therefore their children 
will learn the cost of production and 
will profit thereby. Their chances are 
superior to all other occupations in 
life to teach their children how to 
work and the importance of thrift and 
economy, which are not alone essential 
to wealth, but also to health. 


Their homes are the purest for the 


rearing of their families, as they are 
shut out from the many sins prevailing 
in the city. They breathe the purest 
atmosphere, hear the sweetest songs 
of birds and feast upon the first choice 
of their luEcions fruits. These country 
homes are the parlors of earth; their 
surroundings are carpeted with the 
productions from the loom of Heaven 
and decked anew each day with God's 
choicest gifts of nature. 


But with all these blessings and 


privileges, it is a daily occurrence to 
see the farmers' boys bidding adieu to 
their country homes, leaving tha 
gardens of country life blooming in all 
their purity, and seeking homes in the 
city. We now see many old homesteads 
pruned of all their young branches, 
leaving nothing but the old stems to 
face the storms of winter and endure 
the heat of summer days. 


Boys, the glitter and the charm of 


city life are not real; they are only 
shadows upon the wall of hemmed-in 
poverty,sin and discontentment, which 
are largely adding to the grassy 
mounds of our burying grounds. 'Tis 
true that many of the city people are 
comfortably situated and have no cause 
for complaint, but for every one of 
such there are ten others who suffer 
from cold and hunger.

NEW YORK, October 15 —On Fridsy, 


October 2,1903, a trial was closed which 
began on Christmas, 1901, in the dead 
chamber of the state's prison at Danne- 
mora. This trial occupied the pnblic 
attention for two years and will stand 
as a burning disgrace to our criminal 
jurisprudence as long as courts of jus- 
tice shall stand in any civilized land. 
Three brothers of unsavory reputation 
from their childhood conspired with a 
cousin in one of the most brutal as- 
sassinations it has been my evil fortune 
to recall. 
It was not an ordinary 


murder, provoked by passion or desire 
for plunder. It was a cruel, deeply 
planned assassination of an tmc'o, 
every small detail perfected, and, hav- 
ing done their shocking work, they 
hurried back, fifteen miles, to their 
home, glorying in their successful in- 
famy, for which they were not repent- 
ent. 
"The mills of the gods grind 


slowly, but they grind exceedingly 
fine " From the moment their victim 
fell dying on the floor till they stood 
in the chamber of death escape was 
impossible, conviction and death cer- 
tain. A criminal judge in the supreme 
court said there could ha no other ver- 
dict than guilty, yet for two years the 
chocking details of the trial have been 
kept before the pnblic and Justice is 
impeded on its way to the electric chair. 
What is the use of a court of appeals? 
It has been the boast of our jurispru- 
dence that no criminal was ever 
brought to the bar of justice, but > 
lawyer was found to defend him. 
There seems to be a very good reason 
for a supreme court. Justice in tbe 
lower courts is often administered by 
men who are indifferently acquainted 
with the law, but to reach the bench of 
the supreme court a man must br 
known to be of high character and oi 
a perfect legal education. Here the 
criminal has a chance for his life and 
an opportunity to prove his innocence, 
if innccent he be; but by means oi 
legal quibbling an attorney of indiffer- 
ent reputation has an array of objec- 
tions which paralyze the very things 
for which courts are instituted and 
may possibly at last defeat the endi 
of justice. 


In the review of the trial of the Vai 


Wormer boys the state has been put t< 
enormous expense and it was as certair 
as the day succeeds the night that tht 
three assassins were equally guilty 
They have paid the penalty of their 
crime, which, fortunately for criminal 
history, has lew parallels in our 
courts of justice.

HOG PLAGUE 


b Epidemic Among the Swine of Thl« VI- 


etaltjr. 


A mysterious. malady having billed 


over half a hundred hogs belonging to 
Rufns J. Wertz, of the Grand Centra] 
hotel, he decided to try to learn tbe 
cause of death and asked the state 
veterinarian to send a member of hit 
staff to Bedford to Investigate the 
matter 
On Monday Dr. W. D Fuller 


came here and after making a post 
mortem examination pronounced the 
disease hog plague. 
The symptoms 


are similar to those of cholort; the 
course of the disease may vary from a 
day to three weeks, but, in the most 
severe cases, the animals die very sud- 
denly. Dr. Fuller ii of the opinion 
that the most effective preventive and 
treatment 
is that which has been 


formulated and tested by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry at Washington, D. 
C., namely:

"These ingredients should be com- 


pletely pulverized

"Dose: 
A large tablespoon^!1 for 


each 200 pounds weight of hogs to be 
treated. Give only once a day. When 
hogs are affected with these disease! 
they should not be fed on corn alone, 
but at least once a day soft food, 
mixed with hot water and the proper 
quantity of medicine stirred In. This 
medicine may also be used as a pre- 
ventive and for this purpose put in the 
feed of the whole herd, in proportion, 
so each animal receives its proper 
share. The lots and pens where the 
swine have been confined should; be 
disinfected by dusting 
them with 


white, dry air-slaked lime and tht 
hog* should be moved to new quarters 
and the sick and well separated ana 
pat in different pens, which are per- 
fectly dry and away from mud and 
stagnant water." 


Dr. Fuller says that the state veter- 


inarian has instructed him to qnaran 
tine all infected herds; they will no< 
be allowed on the public highway and 
all persons, except owners and their 
employee*, are not allowed to enter 
the pens where the infected animate 
are kept until the quarantine is lifted 
by the state veterinarian, for the rea 
son that even a single particle of 
duat is sufficient to cause an ep1- 
demic of the disease. All hogs thai 
die from this disease should be burned 
or deeply buried at once and the place! 
where they have lain or been dragged 
over should be disinfected by a fivj per 
cent, solution of carbolic acid 01 
sprinkled with lime. 


Dr. Fuller told Mr. Wertz that State 


Veterinarian Leonard Pearson would 
come here within a few daya and makr 
a further investigation of the disease 
Patrick Donahoe, the well known 
butcher of Bedford, has lost 76 hogs, 
which have succumbed to the plague.

Early Risers 


THE UPPER MISSISSIPPI. 


Trip That Comin'.res Favorably With 


the Biir Hiv«r* of Earth. 


He who lias made a voyage from St 


Paul to St. Louis by boat in the 
springtime or the autumn lias scon the 
finest river scenery that may be ob- 
served from the deck of a steamer ex- 
cepting that of the Hudson and the 
Rhine. Yet few people are aware of the 
pleasure and beauty of such a trip. I 
have floated down nearly all of the 
great rivers. The Amazon from Ma- 
naos, the great rubber market, about 
1,500 miles from the sea, is a vast, ugly 
volume of water without any beauty 
whatever. Tlie Orinoco from Ciudnd 
Bolivar is a small edition of the Am- 
azon. although tho tropical Jungles 
which line its banks are mysterious In 
their denseness and are supposed to 
conceal all sorts of wild beasts and 
creeping tilings. The Parana, which 
flows from Paraguay down past Bue- 
nos Ayres and Montevideo, is more like 
the Mississippi than any of the others 
except that it lacks the bold cliffe and 
charming towns and villages that over- 
look the Father of Waters. The Mag- 
dalena of Colombia, the fourth largest 
river In South America, is a tnrbld 
stream that la either very low or very 
high, according as you travel In the 
rainy or dry season of the year. Its 
banks are lined with tropical forests, 
often impenetrable, and it changes its 
course as often as the Missouri. It has 
a wild sort of splendor, but it does not 
compare with the Mississippi in any re- 
spect. 


In Europe the Danube Is more like 


the Mississippi than any other river 
and drains a similar country. The pas- 
senger boats are much superior be- 
cause the proprietors cater to the tour- 
ist patronage. For several centuries 
the governments of the provinces 
through which the Danube runs have 
been improving Its channel and walling 
up Its banks so that along at least half 
Ita course it is now more of an artificial 
than a natural stream. At one point 
where It flows through a mountain 
gorge in the Balkans the scenery Is 
more striking tliau any along the Mis- 
sissippi; but for the rest of the way the 
latter is much superior. The Volga In 
Russia Is a good deal like the Missouri, 
a ttoy. muddy stream, with clay banks 
that are not at all attractive. The 
Rhine, of course, everybody knows 
about, and for romance, mins and other 
artificial attractions and traditions It Is 
incomparable. 


The Nile has been utilized by tourist 


agencies greatly to their profit and 
equally ' to the pleasure of their pa- 
trous, although there is very little nat- 
ural scoBory, and the greatest attrac- 
tions are the venerable ruins, the mys- 
teries of tin; dpsort through which it 
flows and the pk'turosque Arab settle- 
ments that line Its banks. If similar 
accommodations for travelers that are 
now found on the Nile could be placed 
upon the Mississippi and the boats 
managed with equal skill and liberality 
the enjoyment of the voyage would be 
much greater, but I suppose people will 
continue to visit and admire the attrac- 
tions of Europe no matter what may 
be said of those that lie nearer home.— 
Chicago Record-Herald.

In reports of the arrival of an ocean 


liner the statement s 
; .lines appears 


that she came "by i;.e southern route" 
to avoid ice or iiml s'.io made her first 
trip of the season 'by the northern 
lane." To the ordinary reader the idea 
of lanes or pathways on what we have 
been taught to think of as "the track- 
less sea" seems somewhat paradoxical, 
but if you consult the charts in the of- 
fice of a steamship manager or in the 
United States hydrographic oiflce instead 
of the ordinary map you will find that 
there are four well defined highways 
across the north Atlantic as clearly 
marked to the navigator's perception 
as is a time worn turnpike on land to 
the ey,es of the pedestrian. 


It is over these great ocean thorough- 


fares that the Atlantic fliers, with their 
tens of thousands of passengers and 
their hundreds of thousands of tons of 
freight, pass on their voyages between 
America and Europe. They are closely 
adhered to by all fast steam vessels 
and just as carefully avoided by sail- 
ing ships and by the nsherineu who ply 
their trade off the Grand banks. The 
situation of a small craft on the liners' 
route would be comparable to that of 
a man driving a light runabout along 
railway track cleared for the fast lim- 
ited, for these main traveled lines have 
been set aside by custom and agree-j 
ment for the Atlantic's lightning ex-' 
presses. Nobody is delayed at sidings 
or confined to special tracks, however, 
for the rest of the ocean is left to tbe 
ordinary mariner. 


It is only a few years since the tracks 


upon which the great liners shall run 
have been so clearly defined, liver since 
the commerce o£ the north Atlantic as- 
sumed Important proportions sailing 
masters have followed in a general 
way the great circle that curves north- 
ward from the west coast of England 
and Ireland until It reaches about 48 
degrees north latitude in mldocean, 
then bears southwestward past the 
coast of Newfoundland and Cape Race. 
Early experience proved that this was 
the shortest and so, of course, the 
quickest route between Europe and 
such ports as Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia. 


While steam navigators kept fairly 


near 
this course 
it was natural 


enough that they should vary from it 
somewhat according to the theories of 
Individual captains. With the multipli- 
cation of steamships and the rapid in- 
crease in speed the very fact that all 
the larger and swifter vessels kept to 
one particular part of the ocean greatly 
Increased the danger of collision be- 
tween them. When forty or fifty swift 
steamers were crossing the Atlantic at 
the same time in one direction or the 
other, all keeping to the same general

course Irrespective of the direction in 
which tbey were traveling, it was ob- 
vious that the possibility of two of 
them coming together in thick weather 
was too great to be contemplated pleas- 
antly. 


So Lieutenant Maury of the United 


States navy made the suggestion that 
all fast steamships should traverse cer- 
tain fixed routes, which he Indicated- 
paths following the great circle pretty 
closely, for it was natural that the 
steamship companies would not agree 
to the adoption of any route that in- 
volved a loss of time in making the 
ocean passage. 


The. most Important provision sug- 


gested by Lieutenant Maury was that 
vessels going In opposite directions 
should observe the rules of the road by 
passing one another on the port side 
1o carry out this plan he proposed tha: 
west bound vessels should keep about 
one de-0Tee to the northward of those 
east bound. Thus the greatest danger 
from the following of indiscriminate 
routes—that of collision between fas1 
ships—would be avoided. While It is 
desirable In point of time for ships to 
Bteer their course far to the north, the 
presence of Ice and fog in the high lat 
itudes makes It impracticable for them 
to do so during fully half the year. Ac 
cordlngly, Lieutenant Maury provided 
for two great highways, one for sum 
mer, the other for winter, one abou 
three degrees to the northward of the 
other and each with west bound am 
east bound tracks. 


The rivalry between the diffcren 


lines was so great at that time tha' 
each hesitated to give uuconditioua 
adherence to the plan, fearing tha 
Gome other would gain an advantage 
Two prominent steamship managers 
however, quickly appreciated the ad 
vantages of Lieutenant Maury's plan 
and independently of their competitors 
gave Instructions to their captains to 
follow the lines laid down by him 
These two men were Clement A. Gris 
com, 
then the head of the American 


line, and Thomas H. Ismay, director o 
the White Star line. As these two lines 
then owned tbe fastest and most per 
fcst ships on tbe Atlantic, tbe influence 
of their example was very powerful. 


There Is no doubt that the adoption 


of these lanes has been of the utmos 
Importance in increasing the safety o 
ocean travel and possesses distinct ad 
vantages aside from eliminating th 
possibility of head on collisions be- 
tween the liners. Extra precaution: 
are taken to keep the great highway 
Clear of derelicts and other floating 
dangers or to give warning of thel: 
presence. 


Since the masters of sailing vessel! 


know the steamer routes, they consul 
their own safety by avoiding them and 
by keeping a sharp lookout whencve 
It is necessary to cross them in eithe 
direction. — New York Mall and Ex 
press.

le. In Evelyn's Diary, under Oct. 1, 
601, occurs the entry, "I sailed this 
morning with his majesty iu one of his 


aohts, vessels not known among us 
11 the Dutch East India company pre- 
ented that curious piece to the king, 
jeing very excellent sailing vessels." 


Yacht racing commenced in 16G2, 
•hen Charles II., who had some yachts 
uilt for him by Sir Phineas Tett, 
•agcred $500 that a yacht of his would 
eat a Dutch one owned by his brother, 
lie Duke of York, afterward James II. 
But the growth of yacht sailing was 


low, 
and it is not until 1720 that an 


uthentic record of a yacht club is 
ound, in which year tbe Cork Harbor 
Water club, now known us the Koyal 
Cork Yacht clnb, was foim«l. In 1S12 


similar club, the Yncht club, was 


ormed at Cowes by sonic fifty yachts- 
men. This club in 1820 attracted the 
lotlce of the Duke of Clarence, afler- 
rnrd William IV., when its title was 
Kored to tbe Iloyal Yacht squadron, 


Cowes. Fourteen years later Williura 
V. presented the first royal cup to this 
lub. But in 1851 only 500 yachts were 
n existence.

•acht race of that year the increase in 
he number has been immense. 
In America, the Chronicle says, "tbe 
port may be said to have commenced 
n 1814, in which year the New York 
Tacht club was formed, and the his- 
ory of that club is practically the his- 
ory of American vuchtine."

He would be surprised to see the 
bourse attended by quite 2.0110 persons, 
including clerks of banks, newspaper 
men and even visitors like himself. 
Also, he would lie interested in the Im- 
mense size of the hall—:)nu feet long, di- 
vided by colonnades into thivo sections, 
one of which is assigned to the Produce 
Exchange. On one side of the hall sev- 
eral dcoi's open into a grassy court, 
shaded by tioes and surrounded by a 
pillared lobby, ul-ere brokers sit In dull 
stunner days and flu-it their latest 
stock of anecdotes. 


That slvided court is suggestive of 


deeper differences between the New 
York Stock Exchance and the Berlin 
institution. In New York the number 
of members is fixed and is small in pro- 
portion to the immense volume of busi- 
ness done. In Ilerlin there1 is a great 
horde of small dealers, anil the amount 
of trading is much loss than in New 
York. Owing to tho easy terms of ad- 
mission, the bourse becomes a mere 
place where traders meet to effect their 
transactions. There is no sale of seats. 
In fact, no membership tee exists, but 
only n small yearly tax is collected, 
which varies from time to time as the 
expenses (if the organization require. 
Contrary to Xow York practice, mem- 
bership is largely held by companies 
and firms. Nearly all the banks of the 
city, for example, are members, and 
the more important ones keep above a 
score of their employees on the fioor. 
Thus the individual New York broker, 
as a rule, counts for vastly more than 
a member of the bourse. New York is 
concentrated, is intense. 
Berlin dis- 


perses its energy, and is comparatively 
dull. It knows nothing of those great 
daj'S of triumph or disaster that render 
the annals of Wall street picturesque. 
And it lacks our large daring operators 
who Ktiirtlp the country with their bold 
schemes.—William C. Urcher In Cen- 
tury.
